Uman was evacuated, Berlin announced yesterday: 


Uman lies in the rich Ukrainian 
«heat belt, 115 miles south. of Kiev 
ind 150 due north of Odessa. It 
was a powerfully fortified strong- 
hold in Marshal von Manstein's dis- 
positions to cover the Bug line and 
the Bessarabian border. 

The town of Khristinovka, an im- 
portant railway junction, Zveni- 
orodka, the district centres of the 
Kiev region, Talnoye Buki, Man- 
kovka, Babanka and Ekaterinopol, 
as well as Monastyrische, á district 
centre of the Vinnitsa region, were 
also occupied, stated the Order of 
the Day, which also claimed the 
routing of six German tank divi- 
sions, seven infantry divisions and 
one artillery division, and the ca 
ture of over tanks and i 
propelled guns (including over 900 
‘Tiger and Panther tanks and Fer- 
dinand guns in full working order), 
and about 600 field guns, and more 
than 12,000 lorries. 

The routine communiqué reported 
that the Germans left 20,000 dead 
on the Uman battlefields, while 
9500 officers and men were taken 
prisoner.

KEY CITIES
